We, Steven A. Bogen and Herbert H. Loeffler, declare and state that: 

1 . We are the co-inventors of the above-identified U.S. Patent Application. 

2. The invention described and claimed in the above-identified patent application was 
completed in the United States prior to September 18, 1991, the filing date of U.S. Patent 
5,232,664. 



3. Evidence of completion of the invention is presented by the attached Phase n Grant 
Application. The grant application is dated August 2, 1991 and was filed on or about that day. 
The assembly described and claimed in the application was tested under a prior phase I grant, the 
final report of which is included at pages 24-32 of the grant application. Reference is made to 
figures 1-4 in the appendix, which can be compared to the figures of the present application. In

particular, microscope slides are shown in Figure 3, and liquid reagent cartridges comprising 
reservoirs and metering chambers are illustrated in Figure 4, as are the solenoid actuators. The 
following description is at page 25, Section D2, a, i, second paragraph:

The essence of our design concept is an array of reagent reservoirs mounted 
in a rack on an X-Y axis motion carriage (Figure 1, appendix page 1). The 
reagent cartridges are held in a removable rack so that they can be removed 
en bloc at the end of the day and placed into the refrigerator. The removable 
rack can accommodate 20 disposable reagent cartridges. At the start of any 
day, the appropriate reagent rack is easily inserted into the X-Y axis motion 
carriage ("dispensing platform"). 

4. The above features were included in a machine which was constructed and tested prior 
to the grant application date of August 2, 1991.
